Following legal procedings’ instituted 
by the Post-Dispatch, a suit was filed 
in the United States Court at St. Louis 
Tuesday by United States Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham to enjoin the St. Louis 
Coal Traffic Bureau from making and 
enforcing railroad rates on coal carried 
from the Illinois soft coal mines to St 


Louis and to dissolve the bureau as a 
combination in restraint of trade. 

The Post-Dispatcn éarly in February 
employed Attorney E. C. Crow to take 
whatever legal steps might be neces- 
sary to protest the action of the St. 
Louis Coal Traffic Bureau in making an 
increase, of 5 cents a ton in the rate on 
se ,coal from the Lllinois fields.

Petition Names Railways. 

The petition names as defendants the 
St. Louis Coa) Traffic Bureau and its 
secretary, William M. Cameron; the 
Terminal Railroad Association, the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rail- 
way Co., the Wiggins Ferry Co. and 24 
railroads which *are members of the 
Téminal Association or of the Coal 
Tre ‘fic Bureau. 

The filing of this suit is said to have 
been practically the last act: of Attor- 
ney-General Wickersham before retiring 
from office. 

After setting forth that the Terminal 
Railroad Association, the Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Railway Co. and the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. control the railroad 
" gateways to St. Louis, the petition al- 
legeg that in April, 1893, 16 of the de- 
fendant railroads, including the com- 
paniés controlling the terminals, organ- 
ized and became members of the St. 
Louis Coal Traffic Bureau. 

They did this, it is alleged, because 
they, had become dissatisfied with the 
rates which they received for carrying 
freight from Illinois to St. Louis and 
for the purpose of establishing unrea- 
sonable and arbitrary rates which could 
not be maintained when all were in 
competition. 

Shortly afterwards 13 other railroads 
joined the St. Louis Traffic Bureau. 
which - since then, the petition says, hes 
been the instrument through which the| 
railroads and terminal companies have 
fixed rates for the transportation .f 
_goft coal from the Illinois mines to St.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—President 
Taft today vetoed the sundry civil ap- 
propriations bill, carrying  $113,000,000, 
because of its provision which prohib- 
ited the Department of Justice from 
using its anti-trust appropriation in 
prosecution of labor unions and farm- 
ers’ organizations. 

The provision President Taft termed 





‘most pernicious class legislation. 


The House at once repassed the bill 
over President Taft's veto by a vote of 
270 to 50. 

The House then adjourned sine die 
at 12:04. The Senate was then still in 
active session. 

The sundry civil bill was rushed over 
to the Senate and reached there at 11:55 
o'clock. A Sergeant-at-Arms turned 
the hands of the clock back at 11:25 a. 
m. Senator Fall, however, still was 
filibustering. 

The Senate adjournéa without a 
vote on the bill.

Inasumch as the Senate and House 
adjourned without agreeing to the con- 
ference report on the Indian appro- 
priation bill, that measure failed. 

Among the first bills President Taft 
signed today were the rivers and har- 
bors, public buildings, agricultural and 
general deficiency. 

Congress, upon reassembling for its 
last day, was confronted with only two 
outstanding annual supply bills, general 
deficiency and Indian appropriations. 

All the other appropriation measures, 
whose delay had aroused the leaders in 
both houses, nad been agreed upon in 
conference and put through both houses 
The deficiency bill was hung up in 
conference. The Indian bill was mark- 
ing time in, the Senate when the two 
houses, still in the fiction of the legis- 
lative day of Saturday, recessed from 
shortly after 4 o’clock this morning un- 
til 9:30 a. m., following a continuous 
all-day session. 

The House reassembled at the set time, 
but found no eonference report ready 
and took another recess until 10:30 
o'clock. The Senate - finally agreed to 
the conference report on the general 
deficiency bill, thus disposing of that 
measure.

Senate to accept the conference report. 
While Senator Fall was continuing 
his filibuster on the Indian Bill the Sen- 
ate got ready to adjourn, so that the 
inauguration of the Vice-President 
might not be delayed beyond the sched- 
uled time.

had taken the oath as the first Democratic President in 16. 


years. His address was awaited with uncommon eagerness be- 


‘cause it meant the exposition of new policies in the national life. 


The President’s address of 1700 words follows in full; 

HERE has been a change of government. It began two years 
T ago, when the. House of. Representatives became Democratic 

by a decisive majority. [It has now been completed. The 

* Senate about to assemble will also be Démocratic.. The. offices ¢f 

President and Viee-Pfresident havé been put into the hands of Demo- 

crats. What does the change mean? That is the question that is 

uppermost in our minds today. That is the question I am going to 
try to answer, in order, if I may, to interpret the occasion. 

It means much more than the mere success of a party. The 
success of a party means little except when the nation is using that 
party for a large and definite purpose. No one can mistake the pur- 
pose for which the nation now seeks to use the Democratic party. 
It seeks to use it to interpret a change in its own plans and point 
of view. Some old things with which we had grown familiar, and 
which had begun to creep into the very habit of our thought and of 
our lives, have altered their aspect as we have latterly looked crit- 
ically upon them, with fresh, awakened eyes; have dropped disguises 
and shown themselves alien and sinister. Some new things, as we 
look frankly upon them, willing to comprehend their real character, 
have come to assume the aspect of things long believed in and fam- 
iliar, stuff of our own convictions. We have been réfreshed by a 
new insight into our own life. 

We see that in many things that life is very great. 
comparably great in its material aspects, in its body of wealth, 
the diversity and sweep of its energy, in the industries which have 
been conceived and built up by the genius of individual men and the 
limitless enterprise of groups of men. It is great, also, very great, 
in its mora] force. Nowhere else in the world have noble men and 
women exhibited in more striking forms the beauty and energy of 
sympathy and helpfulness and counsel in their efforts to rectify 
wrong, alleviate suffering, and set the weak in the way of strength 
and hope. We have built up, moreover, a great system of government, 
which has stood through a long age as in many respects a model 
for those who seek to set liberty upon foundations that will endure 
against fortuitous change, against storm and accident. Our life con- 
tains every great thing, and contains it in rich abundance. 


UT the evil has come with the good, and much fine gold has 
B been corroded. _With riches has come inexcusable waste. We 
have squandered a great part of what we might have used, 

and have not stopped to conserve the exceeding bounty of nature, 
without which our genius for enterprise -would have been worth- 
less affd impotent, scorning to be careful, shamefully prodigal as 
well as admirably efficient.

A delay of an hour and a half was 
occasioned by the failure of the Sen- 
ate to adjourn at the time set, but the 
scenes lost none of their brilliance, nel- 
ther in the Senate chamber, where the 
Vice-President took the oath of office, 
nor on the east portico, where the Pres- 


ident was sworn in. 

It was more than half an hour after 
Mr. Marshall's inauguration before the 
procession to the stand had got as far 
as the diplomatic corps, s0 slowly did 
it move. This was becuuse many re- 
mained behind to see new senators 
sworn in. President-elect Wilson and 
President Taft bowed to the crowd as 
they took their seats in the center of 
the plaform. 

President-elect Wilson sat at the right 
of President Taft while Vice-President 
Marshall took his seat at the left of 
President Taft, at the edge of the plat- 
form and talked with Senator Bacon. 

A burst of applause and cheers greet- 
ed Champ Clark as he passed on to the 
inaugural stand at the head of the 
line of House members.

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Marshall: had re- 
mained with their families at their ho- 


tel through the night. As the hour ap- 
proached for opening today’s ceremonies, 
they were joined by the Inaugural Com- 
mittee of Congress, made up of Senators 
Crane, Bacon and Overman, and Repre- 
sentatives Rucker, Garret and McKinley. 
To this committee was assigned ‘the first 
function of importance in the day’s pro- 
ceedings, that of conducting the new 
President and Vice-President to 
White House for formal’ greetings with 
President Taft, followed by the drive 
of the presidential party to the Capitol. 
Mrs. Wilson and family, and Mrs. Mar- 
Shall remained at the hotel to be es- 
corted to the Capitol later by a military 
aide. 

Meantime the escort for the presiden- 
tial party was assembling In the park- 
ways adjoining the White House. Fore- 
most in this escort was the Essex Troop 
from Mr. Wilson’s own State. With 
them, from Mr. Marshall’s State, rode 
the Black Horse Troop of Indiana. One 
thousand Princeton men with touches of 
their college colors, vied with the mount- 
ed escort in number and activity. 

Mr. Taft and Mr. Wilson occupied

Senate Galleries Thronged. 

Senate galleries were thronged early 
with a brilliant assemblage in which 
women largely predominated, their 
gowns and hats giving a gala appear- 
ance to the upper 4Yortion of the cham- 
ber. The diplomatic galleries were strict- 
ly reserved for the families of the rep- 
resentatives of foreign governments, and 
the President and Vice-President’s gal- 
leries for the families of the incoming 
and outgoing executives. Until the cere- 
monies of inaugurating the new Vice- 
President began these animated~ gal- 
Jeries were the center of attraction. 

The program provided for the en- 
trance of the Supreme Court, the House 
and other bodies at specified intervals, 
from 11:30 to noon, leading up to the 
actual ceremonies. While the Supreme 
Court was being announced and the 
somber-robed justices, accompanied by 
the officers of the court, found large 
leather chairs placed along the front 
row: of the chamber, facing the Vice- 
President, and at his right, the dip- 
lomatic corps, brilllantly arrayed in full 
state costumé, assembled in the out- 
side corridor prepared to enter in a 
body., 

When the Supreme Court was an- 
nounced, Chief Justice White leading 
the procession entered the Senate cham- 
ber, followed by Associate Justices La- 
mar, Hughes, McKenna, Holmes, Lur- 
ton, Day, Van Devanter and Pitney. 

Foreign Diplomats Attend, 

The representatives of foreign nations 
came next, headed by Ambassador Jus- 
serand of France, dean of the diplo- 
matic corps in the absence of the ven- 
erable Baron Hengelmuller, the Am- 
bassador of Austria, who is absent from 
his post on leave and is not to re- 
‘turn. 

The Rt. Hon. James Bryce, the British 
Ambassador, was next, followed in or- 
der of seniority by Count von Bernstorff, 
the Ambassador from Germany; Yous- 
‘souf Zia Pacha, the Ambassador from 
‘Turkey; the Marquis Cusani Confalo- 
meri, the Ambassador from Italy; Senor 
de Gama, the Ambassador from Brazil;

Meanwhile the House of Representa- 
tives, formed in douBle line dovn the! 
long corridor toward the House wing of 
the Capitol, and accompanted by the 
mémbers-elect soon to take places in the 
}next Congress, marched slowly to the 
Senate door and, headed by Speaker 
Clark, for whom a seat had been placed 
on the rostrum at the left of Serator 
Gallinger, as President pro tempore of 
the Senate, found seats regerved on the 
west side of the chamber, the east being 
held for Senators and others. 

Stage Set for Inauguration. 

Other piaces reserved in the chamber 
were for Admiral Dewey and’ his aide; 
Major-General Leonard Wood, chief of 
staff of the army, and his aide, and of- 
ficers of the army and navy, who by 
name have received the thanks of Con- 
gress. Among these were Rear Admiral 
Peary, the distinguished Arctic explore~. 
When this part of the program was car- 
fried out the next move was to escort 
the President, President-elect and Vice- 
President-elect to the chamber. The two 
most conspicuous seats in the chamber 


Marshall, both of which faced the pre- 
siding officer, Mr. Wilson’s in the fre::t 
row to the right of the main aisle, and 
Mr. Marshall’s to the left. Seats for the 
Cabinet and the Committee on Arrange- 
ments were close by. 

With the entrance of President Taft 
and President-elect Wilson at the maia. 
door of the Senate, escorted by -he Com- 
mittee on Arrangements, and the en- 
trance of Mr. Marshall and Senator Gal- 
linger, also eScorted by the sarie com- 
mittee, the stage was set for the inau- 
guration of the new Vice-President. 

First in the order of the proceedings 
was the administering of the cath of’ 
office to Vice-President Marshall. Aris- 
ing from his seat among the Senators. 
the new Vice-President was escorted to 
the Senate, rostrum, to the right of the 
presiding officer. The. office of Vice- 
President, being vacant by the death of 
James 8S. Sherman, the administration 
of the oath to the new Vice-Presidcnt 
fell to the lot of Senator Gallinger. This 
was a brief ceremony, followed with 
impressive silence as the oath was slow- 
ly repeated by the new official, stand- 
ing with upraised hand. 

Vice-President Marshall had now been 
formally installed as the presiding offi- 
cer of the Senate. This much accom- 
plished, the Senate of the Sixty second 
Congress adjourned sine die, “a. reor- 
ganize immediately as the new Senate 
of the Sixty-third Congress, with its 
new presiding officer directing its af- 
fairs. A prayer by the chaplain of the 
Senate was the first formal action of the 
newly organized Senate. With tnis sol- 
emn function over, Vice-President Mar- 
shall delivered his {Inaugural a-idress. 

: Senators Take Oath. 

It remained only to complete the or- 
ganization of the new Senate by ad- 
ministering the oath to Senators re- 
elected or newly elected to the body. 

The returning Democratic Senators to 
take the oath were: Bankhead of Ala- 
bama; Bacon of Georgia; Simmons of 
North Carolina; Owen of Oklahoma; 
Tillman of South Carolina; Sheppard of 
Texas, and Martin’of Virginia.

Inauguration of Wilson. 

At this point the inaugural ceremonies 
passed from the stage of quiet and 
solemnity of the Senate chamber to one 
full of color and animation as the out- 
doer exercises of administering the 
oath to the new President began at the 
east front of the capitol. In the shadow 
of the great dome an immense stand to 
hold thousands had been erected. At 
the front and center of this vast stand 
were arranged the seats for President 
Taft and President-elect Wilson. Chief 
Justice White, about to administer the 
oath of office, was seated at the right 
of the President-elect. - Flanking this 
central group were the Associate Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, the Vice- 
President, Senators and former Sena- 
tors. Back of them were ranged the 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives and the ambassadors and minis- 
ters of foreign nations. In groups here 
and there were Governors of. States, 
many of them with their showy staffs 
of military. and civil officials. Mem- 
bers of the retiring cabinet, officers of 
the army and navy, and representatives 
of the various branches of the Federal 
Government also had their places on 
the broad platform. , 

Facing the inaugural platform a dense 
crowd of spectators packed the wide 


piaza and struggled for vantage point, } 


while further back the long lines of 
military and civic organizations took 
position to wait the formation of the 
parade. 

President Wilson Takes Oath. 

With this setting of animation, al] at- 
tention was directed to the two central 
figures of the assemblage—the Presi- 
aent-elect about to take the oath of 
office, and the Chief Justice of the Su- 
rreme Court, ready to administer the 
oath. These two, rising from their 
seats, stood together at the center of 
the platform, the Chief Justice with the 
Bible open fn his hands, the President- 
elect with uplifted right hand. 

Slowly the Chief Justice repeated the 
oath as it is prescribed by the Consti- 
tion: , 

“I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
I will faithfully execute the office of 
President of the United States, and will 
tc the best of my ability, preserve, pro- 
tect and defend the Constitution of the 
United States. 3 ; 

The President-elect repeated the oath 
word for word and kissed the open Bible.

POST DISPATOR. 
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Taft Quits Bed at — 
2:30 A. M. to Sign 
Name to Pictures 


RESIDENT TAFT told today 
P of his last night in the White 
House. He said he had gone 
to work valiantly to attend to sev- 
eral thousand requests for his au- 
tograph or his autographed pho- 
tograph. His intention was to com- 
plete this task before he retired. 
But about midnight he became 
Growsy. He persisted in the effort 
to keep awake, then became aware 
that the “f’ and the final ‘“‘t’’ in 
“Taft” had begun to drop out of 
his signature. So he concluded 
there would he time today to cem- 
ply with the importunities of 
friends. 

He slept fitfully, he said. The 
knowledge that the _  signature- 
writing ordeal had to be completed 
unless hundreds of persons were to 
be disappointed made his mind un- 
easy, and his slumbers were bro- 
ken. At 2:30 this morning he de- 
cided on heroic measures. He got 
out of bed, and, putting on what 
he called a bedroom robe, he sat 
down to complete his task. For 
an hour and 2 minutes he worked 
hard, and went back to bed again 

- with the consclousness that he 
could sleep soundly, for his task 
was done.

Hoodlumg Before Taft Stand. 
-A group of hoodlums gathered in front 
of the reviewing stand, in which sat 
Mrs. Taft and Miss Helen Taft and a 
half dozen invited guests from the 
White House. They kept up a running 
fire of caustic comment. Apparently 
no effort was made to remove them, 
and, evidently disgusted, the White 
House party left before the procession 
had passed in its halting and interrupt- 
ed journey. 

The tableaux on the steps of the 
Treasury Building, framed in the great 
columns on the broad stairway of the 
Government Treasury Building, were 
begun when the parade started from its 
rendezvous at the base of the capital. 
Beautiful in coloring and grouping, the 
dramatic symbolization of women’s as- 
pirations for political freedom was com- 
pleted long before the head of the pa- 
rade was in sight. In their thin dresses 
and bare arms, the performers waited 
shivering, for more than an hour, until 
finally they were forced to seek refuge 
within the big building. 

Around the Treasury Department, the 
crowds were massed so tightly that re- 
peated charges by the police were seem. 
ingly ineffective. It was as though the 
blue coats charged a stone wall. Occos- 
fonally the mob gave way in one place, 
only te break over and under the wire 
hedge a some other. 


Cavalry Controls Mob. 
When the cavalry suddenly appeared, 


there was a wild outburst of applause 
in the reviewing stand. The men in 
brown virtually brushed aside the 
mounted and foot police and took 
charge. 

In two lines, the troops charged the 
crowds. Evidently realizing they would 
be ridden down, the mobs fought their 
way back. When they hesitated, the 
cavalrymen drove their horses into the 
throngs and whirled and wheeled unti! 
booting men and women were forced to 
retreat. A space was quickly cleared. 
The parade in itself, in spite of the 
delays, was a great success. Passing 
through two. walls of antagonistic hu- 
manity, the marchers for the most part 
kept their temper. They suffered insult 
and closed their ears to jibes and jeers. 
Few faltered, although several of the 
older women were forced to drop out 
from time to time. 

The greatest ovation probably was giv- 
en to “Gen.” Rosalie Jones, who led | 
her little band of “hikers” from New 
‘York over rough roa4z and through 
snow and rain to march for Bay “cause.”

Inquiry Is Demanded, 

When the women assembled in Conti- 
nental Hall, the first resolution adopted 
to be presented to President Wilson, 
after his inauguration tomorrow, called 
on him to demand of Congress a 
thorough investigation of the causes for 
the ‘“‘poor police protection, which would 
have been a disgrace to any city, but 
which was doubly so here,” th a 
further demand that the responsible au- 
thorities be punished for their indif- 
ference and negligence. 

The opening address by Dr. Anna 
Shaw, president of the National Ameri- 
can Women’s Suffrage Association, -was 
a bitter excoriation of the police. 

“Never was I so ashamed of our Na- 
tional Capital before,” she said. “If 
anything could prove the need of the 
ballot, nothing could prove it more than 
the treatment we received today. The 
women in the parade showed wonderful 
dignity, and self-respect, by keeping 
cool in the midst of insult and lewd re- 
marks. Hoodlums were given posses- 
sion of the streets, without any ade- 
quate aitempt being made to protect 
us," 

Many Men Drunk, She Says. 

Oswald Garrison Villard, grandson of 
William Lloyd Garrison, the great ab- 
litionist, at the conclusion of Dr. Shaw's 
address, read the resolution which she 
had suggested during her speech, call- 
ing for congressional investigation, and 
it was wildly adopted. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, president 
of the International Suffrage Associa- 
tion, declared that members of Congress 
should demand an investigation. Many 
of the men along the line, she de- 
elared, “were drunk enough for the 
lockup.” 

In no other nation but Switzerland, 
she said, have the women been forced 
to take appeal for the vote “to the 
rabble.” 


Indiana Soffragists Storm State Sen- 
ate and Win a Victory. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 4— 
Woman suffrage in Indiana yesterday 
won a victory after more than six hun- 
areé women marched to the State House, 
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and argued thelr cause with the ocor- 
nered legislators. 

Senator Grube, unable to withstand 
the pleas, introduced a joint resolution 
to amend the State Constitution to grant 
women full suffrage. From the Senate 
ihe women went into the House and 
there stopped the proceedings while they 
made their pleas. Here, however, they 
were less successful, for but little at- 
tention was paid te them.

Taft's last day in the White House was 
one of his busiest. He shook hands with 
several hundred citizens and officials 
of the Government; received scores of 
telegrams from friends all over the 
world; signed his name to pile after pile 
of pictures and letters and held three re- 
ceptions. 

He quitted the room he has occupied 
for four years in the executive offices 
with a smile and without a backward 
glance, and with many a pleasant recol- 
lection of the days he has spent there. 
He met his old time friends of the 
Washington diplomatic corps and the 
Justices of the Supreme Court in the 
White House, and last of all he gave 
the first formal welcome in that man- 
sion to Mr. and Mrs. Wilson. 


Guests of Miss Boardman. 

At night ‘he and Mrs. Taft were guests 
at a dinner given by Miss Mabel Board- 
man.~ Altogether, as Taft told visitors, 
it was one of the happiest days of his 
life, and the regret he may have had 
cver things he was unable to accomplish 
was more than offset by the remem- 
brance of the pleasant paths he had 
walked. 

He received Mr. and Mrs. Wilson at 
6 o'clock. When they came wheeling up 
the curved driveway to the White 
House, Col. Spencer Cosby, Taft’s chief 
aid, was their escort. Taft had sent his 
own touring car to bring them through 
the crowded thoroughfares, A few hun- 
dred persons in front of the mansion 
cheered when they recognized Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson. 


Receives His Guests, 


On the bronze seal of the United 
States, imbedded deep in the marble floor 
Sf the main hallway, Taft was wait- 
ing to receive his guests. He offered 
his arm to Mrs. Wilson and es‘oried 
the new “first lady of the land” to 
the quiet of the green room. Mrs. Taft 
and Miss Helen, the only members of 
the retiring President's family in town, 
catre down the stairway from the pn- 
vate part of the White House a few mo- 
ments later, and Wilson and Mrs. Wil- 
son and Taft and Mrs. Taft and daugh- 
ter talked alone, 

William Jennings Bryan was-one of 
the last distinguished visitors who saw 
Taft in his office. Col. Bryan came 
unannounced late in the afternoon. 
“Here’s something I want to show 
you,”’ said Taft as he grasped his vis- 
itor by the arm and led him te the 
Cabinet room.

Divergent views relative to this 
body would be less divergent if the 
American people would come to real- 
ize that on all sides of real questions 
much may truthfully be said. Such 
an attitude of the public mind would 
eliminate the view that this body is 
distinctively deliberate and not thor- 
oughly patriotic. 

Charges of bad faith based upon an 
attitude of mind or upon conduct 
should never be made until it is 
clearly established that the resultant 
action is the outcome of personal in- 
terest or improper and dishonorable 
business or social relations. 


Government Is Harness. 
Your action has not always met 
with universal approval, but up to 
this good hour no workable substi- 
tute for the exercise of the func- 
tions of this body has been pro- 


posed. It is not needful for me here 
and now to accept a brief in your 
defense. This body will continue to 
stand, not because of its presiding of- 
ficer, but because of the patriotism 
and intelligence of its constituent 
members and their devotion to our 
system of government. 

To my mind, government is the 
harness with which a people draws 
its load of civilization. If the har- 
ness be properly adjusted the load, 
though heavy, will be drawn with 
ease and .no part of the people will 
be galled. The Senate is the blind- 
ers, intended to keep the people 
from shying at imaginary dangers 
and toppling into the ditch our sys- 
tem of government. So long as the 
blinders serve this purpose they are 
a most valuable part of the har- 
ness, but if they be drawn so close- 
ly to the eys as to prevent the see- 
ing of real dangers, then they should 
either be spread or done away with 
entirely. I am one of those who 
think that we can s0 adjust our 
blinders as to meet new conditions 
and render us sanely responsive to 
every reasonable demand of the peo- 
ple without disturbing any of the 
checks and balances of our system 
of government and preserving with 
loyalty and@ fidelity the ancient ideals 
of the repiblic. 

With neither right nor desire to 
infringe upon the prerogatives of the 
President so soon to be, I beg the 
expression’ of the opinion that what- 
ever diverse views may be held rela- 
tive to the work of this body all 
persons are agreed that under the 
Constitution the Senate of the United 
States is singularly the guardian of 
the people’s honor; that more and 
more, as righteousness ,is exalted 
among this people, the idee is becom- 
ing more firmly fixed that it is not 
vast territory, great wealth nor large 
learning which mark the real status 
of America; that America is to be 
measured by the golden metewand 
of honor;) and, as the idea in her 
formation was the inherent right of 
men to rule themselves, that now she 
can ill afford to announce this doc- 
trine in her own land and renounce it 
for an instrument of oppression in 
other lands. 


Standard of Honor. 


Unfortunately, there is no fixed 
standard of honor outside the dic- 
tionary. The gambler may hold it to 
consist in| faying his gaming debts; 
the member of the smart set, in di- 
vorcing his neighbor’s wife before 
taking her unto himself; the Senator 
in eliminating personalities. But 
when we enter the chancelleries of 
the world and submit to their judg- 
ments not only our right to be but 
our right to be respected we can 
hope to be measured in but one way; 
and we must be able to show that 
the solemn treaty obligations of this 
Republic will be kept with the same 
scrupulous honesty, both of spirit and 
letter, whether made with the hum- 
blest people of this continent strug- 
gling for self-government or with 
the mightiest monarch of the old 
world. , 

This high sense of honor constitutes 
the panoply of the American people. 
Armies and battleships furnish no 
substitute for it. These are valuable, 
but the ple never intended that 
authority should use them as ac- 
cessories a burglar’s kit. 

If anyone in the name of the 
American) people, either in violation 
of treaty obligations or the manifest 
purpose of the Monroe Doctrine, has

PLAGE BRINGS JOY 
TO WASHINGTON U 


St. Louis Schoof as Proud as 


Princeton and Much More 
‘Surprised. 


Washington University is as proud as 
Princeton, and much more surprised, on 
this inauguration day. The cause of 
the surprise and of the pride was the 


announcement, in Monday afternoon's 
‘Post-Dispatch, that David Frariklin 
Houston, chancellor of the university, 
would be President Wilson’s Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

Robert S. Brookings, president of the 
university corporation, said Tuesday 
that he could make no comment on the 
chegcellor’s appointment until it should 
be officially confirmed by an announce- 
ment from President Wilson. 

Among students and members of the 
faculty, there was much = speculation 
whether the chancellor would resign or 
would take a four years’ leave of ab- 
sence, and the belief seemied to be that 
the university corporation would pre- 
fer giving him a furlough to losing 
him permanently. 

Prof. Marshall S. Snow, who has pre- 
viously served as temporary head of the 
institution, retired last year from the 
post of dean and from active teaching, 
but is still connected with the faculty 
and is writing a history of the univer- 
sity. He was succeeded as dean of the 
college by Prof. Frederic A. Hall, head 
of the department of Greek. 

Dr. Houston was chosen to the 
Washington University chancellorship 
in 1908 on recommendation of Charles 
W. Eliot, then president of Harvard. 
Not long afterward Dr. Eliot retired 
from the Harvard presidency and 
Chancellor Houston’s name was one 
of those most seriously considered. 

It was said subsequently that, in 
the ranking of the candidates, Dr. 
Houston stood Higher than any other 
in scholastic and practical require- 
ments. The point in which he was 
outclassed was that of “Harvard tra- 
dition,” which counts for much at the 
Cambridge institution. Although he 
had studied and taught at Harvard, 
he had a smaller share in the “tradi- 
tion” of the institution than did Prof, 
Lcewell, the successful candidate. 

Dr. Houston’s standing in practical 
scholarship was soon afterward at- 
tested by his appointment as one of 
the Rockefeller Commission to expend 
$1,000,000 in investigating and com- 
bating the hookworm disease in the 
South. 

Dr. Houston is 47 years old, and is a 
native of North Carolina. In that State 
and in South Carolina, he taught school 
and studied law in the ’80s. When he 
went to Harvard for post-graduate 
study, he took economics as his major 
theme. He was an instructor in eco- 
nomics, first in Harvard, then in the 
University of Texas. 

He became president of the Texas Ag- 
ricultural and Mechanical College in 1902, 
and of the Texas State University in 
1905. In these positions he established a 
reputation for ability in directing the 
teaching of scientific agriculture and in 
vocational trajning. 

As chancellor he has labored to ad- 
vance the standards of Washington U. 
and to make it so good a school that 
St. Louisans will not feel it necessary’ 
to send their sons and daughters to 
Eastern institutions. 

Under his administration the medical 
department has been practically reor- 
ganized and greatly expanded, and the 
law department has been removed from 
its downtown location to the university 
quadrangle. The chancellor's residence, 
built for his occupancy, is at 6500 For- 
Sythe boulevard, to the south of the 
university, and is one of the most beau- 
tiful of a row of fine residences, which 
includes the new home of Robert S. 
Brookings. He has two children, David 
Franklin Houston Jr. and Helen Beall 
Houston, the latter named for his wife, 
whom he married.in Texas. 


Not Like “Tama Jim.” 
There is nothing Suecolic about the ap- 


pearance of the new Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, and he will furnish a strong 
contrast to the familiar figure of ‘‘Tama 
Jim” Wilsdn, the retiring Secretary. 

On a downtown street and in his daily 
garb, he would be taken for a corpara- 
tion lawyer or official of some large 
business concern. His close-cut mus- 
tache, his well-groomed look and his 
even, judicial speech, all suggest the 
successful business man, rather than the 
farmer or the scholar. 

He will be the second man taken 
from St. Louis for the agricultural post, 
the first having been the late Norman 
J. Colman, who was the first man ap- 
pointed to that Cabinet position.

LOSS OF BID CAUSE. 
UF CONDUIT FIGHT 
SAYS NEW LIGHT C0 


Cupples Plant Head Tells of Un- 
derbidding Union Electric on 
Railway Exchange Contract, 


To show the benefit of electric 
lighting competition, Moses Shoenberg 
told the Council's Public Improvement 
Committee, at a hearing Monday night, 
that the Cupples Station Electric Light 
& Power Co. had underbid the Union 
Electric Co. by 20 per cent for the light- 
ing of the new Railway Exchange (Ia- 
mous-Barr) building. 

He said the Union Electric’s failure 
to get this contract was followed by 


the introduction of the conduit bill, now | 


before the committee, which he declared 
would give the Union Electric Co. a 
monopoly of electric business downtown. 
Shoenberg has extensive interests in: the 
May Department Stores, including the 
Famous-Barr. | 

It developed at the hearing that the 
Light and Development Co., which has 
recently purchased the Cupples company, 
will be unable to connect its $250,000 
now urder construction on St. 
Charles street, with the Railway Ex- 
change building if the bill becémes a 
law. The building could then be sup- 
plied with electricity only by the Union 
Electric. 

Arguments against the passage of the’ 
bill, which prohibits the granting of 
permits by the Board of Public Iin- 
provements for conduits on. streets al 
ready occupied by conduits, were madv 
by Hugo A. Wurdack, president of the 
Cupples Station Light, Heat and Powcr 
Co.; Charles W.. Bates and P. W. Hao- 
erman, attorneys for the Cupples com- 
pany; Shoenberg and Henry Ittleson. 
Ittleson is a stockholder in the Light 
and Development. Co., and in the May 
Department Stores Co. 

Benjamin Schnurmacher, attorney for 
the Union Electric, and A. C. Einstein, 
its president. while admitting that they 
knew of no need for a change in the 
old Keyes ordinance, took issue with 
the opponents of the bill. 

To Be Active Competitor. 

Wurdack explained tnat_ the bill 
sought to prevent an expansion of the 
service of his company, and that it 
would give the Union Electric a monop- 
oly on the underground district, be- 
cause of the fact that the Union Elec- 
tric had conduits on all streets and 
alleys in the district, a fact admittcd 
by Schnurmacher. 

Wurdack said that his company fii- 
tended as soon as permitted by law to 
enter into active competition with the 
Union Electric in all sections of St. 
Louis. 

Bates pointed out that after the pas- 
sage of the Keyes ordinance in 1896, 
electric companies having franchises 
were required to appear before the 
Board of Public Improvements within 
$9 days and make application for the 
space each desired. 

He said that it was then impossible 
to foresee the growth of the business, 
and that the facilities obtained by the 
Cupples company had proven inade- 
quate. He said that in more than 12 
years there had been no general hear- 
ing before the board f allotment of 
epace, and that the interésts of the pub- 
lic demanded that companies other than 
the Union Electric be given an oppor- 
tunity to expand.

A misunderstanding on the part 
of the Secretary to the President was said to be 
responsible for this frightful juggling with the 
truth. 

The letter was said to have been based on an 
official opinion by Attorney-General Wickersham. 
Mr. Brandeis cleverly showed by internal evi- 
dence in the text that the opinion must have been 
written in December, instead of in September. 
This Mr. Taft ultimately admitted. 

No condemnation of. Mr. Taft’s course was se- 
verer than the action of his own appointee as suc- 
cessor to Mr. Ballinger. Secretary Fisher’s acts sus- 
tained every contention of Mr. Glavisand Mr, Pin- 
chot as f& the Alaskan lands. In a strong paper the 
Cunningham claims were denounced as fraudu- 
lent and the patents were disallowed. 


In Mr. Taft’s record there is a singular mfxture 
of wisdom and folly, of strength and weakness, 
of high purpose and base subserviency, of admin- 
istrative excellence and political failure.

It will be alleged in court that the 
decree was obtained fraudulently and 
therefore is illegal and vold, Mackay 
said. : 
The McCloskeys were married in 1877 
and had five children. McCloskey filed — 
an unsuccessful divorce suit at St. 
Louis in 1896, and it was followed by 
two separate maintenance suits, filed 
by Mrs. McCloskey, but settled out of 
court.

In his will McCloskey left $1 to each 


of five children and placed the remainder 
of the estate in the trust of the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., to be held for 
Clarence and Mary McCloskey, minor 
children.
